2. Subject matter of the proposed rule:
The Department proposes to amend these rules primarily as a result of the Five-Year Rule Review, recommendations
from the Education Advisory Committee and the Arizona Association of Realtors.
The Department proposes to amend R4-28-402 to clarify filing requirements for distance learning courses, the dis-
tinction between salesperson and broker pre-license courses, the procedure a licensee is to follow to request credit for
a course that was not previously approved and the information required to be included when a school certifies a stu-
dent's completion of an approved course. 
Proposed revisions to R4-28-404 will exempt from licensure as a school a federal, state or local governmental agency
that will present courses dealing with its program area and clarify that, although exempt from licensure as a real estate
school, a federal, state or local governmental agency, college or university must comply with other statutory and rule
requirements when advertising or presenting courses for real estate credit.
Proposed revisions to R4-28-404 will establish substantive requirements for school approval, identify procedures for
notice to the Department of upcoming courses, require records of students attending Department-approved courses be
retained within Arizona, establish minimum qualifications for instructors seeking approval to teach a pre-licensure
course, require applicants for instructor approval or renewed approval to demonstrate attendance at a presentation
skills workshop, establish a probationary instructor status, establish procedures for 'guest speaker' approval, establish
a maximum number of hours an instructor may teach per calendar day, establish acceptable numbers of students in a
classroom above which a monitor is required to monitor attendance and assist with student control. 
R4-28-502, concerning advertising by a school, is being clarified, and subjection (J) is being repealed. Subsections
(K) and (L) are being renumbered.

The Board is proposing amendments to define and incorporate by reference the minimum criteria for the licensed real
property appraiser classification, the certified residential real property appraiser classification, and the certified gen-
eral real property appraiser classification established by either The Real Property Appraiser Qualification Criteria
and Interpretations of the Criteria adopted February 16, 1994 effective January 1, 1998, All Interpretations and Sup-

2. The subject matter of the proposed rules:

The Board is proposing amendments to define and incorporate by reference the minimum criteria for the licensed real
property appraiser classification, the certified residential real property appraiser classification, and the certified gen-
eral real property appraiser classification established by either The Real Property Appraiser Qualification Criteria
and Interpretations of the Criteria adopted February 16, 1994 effective January 1, 1998, All Interpretations and Sup-
plementary Information as of January 1, 2001, and Appendix I, Criteria Revisions effective January 1, 2003 (“1998
Criteria”) or The Real Property Appraiser Qualification Criteria adopted January 1, 2003, All Interpretations and
Supplementary Information as of November 1, 2005, and Appendix, Real Property Qualifications Effective January
1, 2008 (“2008 Criteria”) based on when the education component is completed. The Board proposes to establish
more stringent criteria for approval of qualifying and continuing education courses than the 1998 Criteria and the
2008 Criteria by providing that the 15-hours National USPAP course or its approved equivalent shall not be in the
form of distance education. The amendments establish the procedure for tracking courses and provide parameters for
advertising by course providers. The amendments define a course provider. The amendments provide instructor qual-
ifications and provide that instructors must be approved by the Board. The amendments provide for an effective date
of approval of courses. The amendments specify the required documentation to accompany an application. The
amendments specify the requirements for course approval, including required core curriculum, module subtopic and
number of hours. The amendments provide parameters for course examinations. The amendments provide parameter
for student attendance. The amendments provide parameters for the Board audit of courses. The amendments provide
for renewal of the course approval if no substantive changes have been made to the course outline and materials. The
amendments provide for new course approval for courses that have substantive changes to the outline and course
material. The amendments provide that a course at an Arizona community college, college or university need not be
approved if such course is substantially the same as required by the 1998 Criteria or the 2008 Criteria and that the
license or certificate applicant must submit documentation prepared by the course provider identifying the required
core curriculum, module subtopic and number of house. The amendments provide for the course approval of substan-
tially the same courses approved by other states, except distance education taught before May 3, 2005. The amend-
ments propose to clean up duplicative unnecessary language.
